They came back with 
some rancid cocoanut oil. Most suc- 
cessful treatment I could find was 
to cover the infected area with fresh 
cocoanut oil the natives made from 
meat of the cocoanut. 

Of course, this is not good indus- 
trial preventive medicine, but it gets 
the injured employee back to duty 
quicker and more effectively than 
any other treatment. It is second 
best.

OCCUPATIONAL Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell has scheduled hearings, May 
HAZARDS 11, 1954, on proposed employment bans for youth under 18 in occupations in- 
ae volving operation of power-driven paper-products machines. Machines in- 
cluded: guillotine paper cutters or shears, scrap-paper balers, platen printing 
presses, arm-type stitchers, circular and band saws, punch presses involving 
hand feeding. Issued under child-labor provisions of the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards, the proposed order applies to work on power-driven peper product ma- 
chines in any establishment—manufacturing or non-manufacturing.

National Chamber of Commerce president, Richard Bowditch has 
announced preliminary plans for a businessmen’s conference on industrial de- 
fense. It’s scheduled for June 15, 1954. Conference plans include: 

e Russia’s power and ability to deliver a staggering surprise attack.

New York starts workmen’s compensation changes. 

First report recommendations of Moreland Commissioner Archie O. Daw- 
son—appointed by Governor Dewey to investigate New York’s compensation 
set-up (OH, April, 54)—have been adopted. They: 1) reduce delays in de- 
termining claimants’ rights, 2) substuntially slash unnecessary expense from 
duplicated hearings.

Key points of new procedure: 

e Claimants, employers, insurance carriers won’t appear for a hearing 
unless an issue is controverted. 

e Issues will be framed in advance at preliminary pre-trial hearing. 
Parties will be advised of their rights, evidence they should be ready to 
present. 

e Issues will be determined on day they come up for hearing, without 
adjournments or continuances unless there are extraordinary circumstances. 

Commissioner Dawson is continuing investigation.

To halt flood of hearing loss claims in New York: 

Mary Donlon, workmen’s compensation board chairman, has adopted a 
“six-month postulate.” It should—at least temporarily—halt flood of claims 
in New York, It works like this: An employee can’t claim permanent loss of 
hearing until away from ear-damaging exposure at least six months. It will 
probably result in employees thinking twice before giving up jobs for six 
months on chance of gaining an award at that time. Worker with a phony 
claim probably won’t gamble loss of wages. 

National Safety Council reports accidents in US. killed 95,000 per- 
sons, injured 9,600,000 in 1953—but year was one of safest on record. Toll 
from accidents of all kinds cost nation about $9,100,000,000 in economic loss. 
Despite mammoth figures, accident death-rate was lowest on record. Work 
accident deaths were about 15,000, approximately same as last year. Biggest 
savings of lives for year was in home accidents. Only gain: motor vehicle acci- 
dents.

agement action in this area involves relatively small 
costs, the expectation of substantial returns. 

In recent years management has more and more 
recognized that consideration— or lack of consideration 
—for human attitudes and reactions is a fundamental 
reason for success or failure of efforts to build sound 
employee-employer relationships. In many thousands 
of companies human relations has come into its own, 
is given top priority by management. 


The basis of the study 
The health and safety practices of 3589 companies 
employing 3,312,647 people in about 4500 plants were 
surveyed. All sizes of companies were reported; in 
every major industry and every state in the country. 
About 70% of the companies employed fewer than 
500 employees, about 23% had from 500 to 2500 people 
on the payroll. About 6% of the companies employed 
more than 2500 men and women. 


Types of companies 
reporting accident prevention programs. 
About three of every four companies studied in the 
NAM survey reported they had a formal accident pre- 
vention program. They included all sizes and kinds of 
companies. The 2638 companies with such programs 
protected 3,164,384 employees. These companies repre- 
sented 73.5% of all those studied. The protected em- 
ployees were 95.5% of all employees in the survey. 
e 98% of the largest companies—those with more 
than 2500 employees—had such programs. 
e Nine of every ten companies employing 500 or 
more had programs. 
e About two-thirds of all companies employing 
fewer than 500 employees had safety programs.

What kind of companies 


reported their programs were effective? 


e Literally every kind: small companies, big com- 
panies, companies in high-hazard industries, in low- 
hazard industries, and companies in every part of the 
country. Some of the smallest companies reported pro- 
grams, tailored to their needs, that were effective as 
those of the largest companies. 


e Among companies employing more than 2500 em- 
ployees, 85.3% reported their injury rates had declined. 
Among the smallest companies—those employing less 
than 250 employees—proportions of companies reducing 
accidents was 32.7%. 


e Nature of the industry isn’t a factor either. Effec- 
tive programs were reported by all sizes of companies 
in all industries. Their effectiveness, did not vary 
greatly between high and low hazard industries. Log- 
ging is more dangerous than watchmaking and foundries 
have more hazards than clothing factories. Yet individ- 
ual company reports from each industry prove that 
occupational injuries can be reduced—are being reduced 
—that it’s good business to do so. 


How effective were the programs? 


Life and limb were saved. That was prime proof of 
effectiveness. While there were many other results, 
they were of secondary nature. The survey proves all 
the time, effort, thought, and money spent is well 
worthwhile. 


e Among the 1702 companies—with 2,559,975 men or 
women on their payrolls— reporting injury reduc- 
tions individual companies reported reductions ranging 
from less than 1% to injury-free periods of more than 
four years. About 800 of these companies reported speci- 
fic amounts of injury rate reductions—the overall 
average was 43.5%. 


e Compensation insurance premium rates were re- 
duced. As might be expected, lowered accidents brought 
cuts in compensation insurance premium rates—geared 
as they are in most cases, to the company accident ex- 
perience. 1119 companies employing 1,340,098 people 
reported insurance savings. Average specific amount of 
reduction reported by 374 companies was 30.3%. The 
reductions ranged from 24.3% in the smallest companies 
to 38.1% in the largest ones. These gains were not con- 
fined to the employer—they helped employees too.

The importance of personal protective devices and clothing is clearly 
shown in two ways on this chart: 1) there was a high degree of utilization 
by all companies, 2) there was a significant difference between utilization 
in the “selected” group and the all-company group. 
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e Thousands of workers and their families were 
spared the lowered standard of living that usually re- 
sults from a compensable injury, the lowered income 
that may result from permanent disability. 


e Absenteeism was reduced with obvious beneficial 
results to both employee and employer. Workers avoid- 
ed wage losses and hardship—employers found keeping 
a man on the job was distinctly a paying proposition. 
791 companies demonstrated accident prevention work 
can reduce the toll of absences resulting from occupa- 
tional injuries. These companies employing 1,299,599 
men and women credited their safety work in part for 
absenteeism rate reduction. Specific reductions were 
reported by 173 companies—average was 25.6%. Re- 
ductions ranged from 28.0% in the smallest companies 
to 34.2% in the largest companies. 


e Labor turnover was reduced. 
both the employee and employer. Shifting jobs means 
lost wages for employees. If it becomes chronic there is 
a definite loss of skill resulting in permanently lowered 
income. For the employer, reductions in heavy costs of 
replacing and training new employees represents a 
substantial benefit. These costs vary from industry to 
industry and job to job—estimates of from $200 to 
$1200 per employee are not unusual. All techniques 
and practices tending to reduce such costs are well 
worthwhile. 642 companies with 944,882 workers on 
their payrolls reported accident prevention work had 
favorably affected their turnover rates. An average 
reduction of 29.0% was reported by 138 companies; 
ranging from 24.5% in companies employing less than 
250 people to 30.8% in companies employing more than 
2500 men and women. 


Another gain far 


These are the tangible gains. 

They are vital—but only part of the whole story. 
Others are equally important. Intangible, only in the 
sense that they cannot be measured in specific terms, 
they are nevertheless real and substantial. For example: 


e Safety work improves efficiency of operations. 
Safety is a vital and integral part of industrial opera- 
tions. It can directly increase efficiency, thus cut costs, 
benefit not only the company but its employees and the 
entire economy. 


e Safety work makes a substantial contribution to 
the regard held for a company by its community. The 
reputation as a “good place to work” is an invaluable 
asset to any concern. The favorable publicity by word 
of mouth—or by public recognition of an outstanding 
safety record—is a substantial contribution to commun- 
ity standing. 


What factors make for a 


successful accident prevention program? 

A striking conclusion of the survey is the great in- 
fluence of human relationships on accident prevention. 
This fact is of major importance. It clearly points out 
the road to further advances toward elimination of 
occupational injuries. 

The charts published with this article compare cer- 
tain elements of the accident prevention programs of 
a selected group of 247 companies with corresponding 
elements of programs of the entire group of 3589 compa- 
nies in this study. 

Companies in the “selected” group were chosen en- 
tirely on basis of results. No other factor entered into 
the selection. These “selected” companies: 1) reported 
a specific reduction in injury-rates, 2) a specific reduc- 
tion in compensation premium rates, 3) maintained de-

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tailed accident records enabling them to evaluate results 
of their programs. 

The “selected” group of companies was similar in 
makeup to the entire group of companies. All major 
industries and company-size groups were represented. 


Since the only difference between the two groups of 
companies was the extent to which the “selected” group 
used sound human relations techniques, a comparison 
of the average reduction in accidents between the two 
groups supplies a rough measure of the value of the 
techniques in accident prevention work. (See Chart II). 
1708 companies reported reductions in injury-frequency 
rates. Specific percentage reductions were reported by 
796 companies—the average was 43.5%. The average 
reduction in the “selected” group was 57.8%—14.3 per- 
centage points above the entire group. 

This greater reduction in occupational injuries was 
characteristic of the bulk of the “selected” companies. 


A plan of action 


The necessity for a basic plan of action is clearly 
shown, as might be expected, by the first comparison 
of the two groups. Without exception, every “selected” 
company had a formal accident prevention program, 
whereas, in the entire group of companies, the propor- 
tion was 73.5%. The programs were tailored to suit 
needs and circumstances of each company. While the 
programs varied from a simple basic one in a 12-man 
company to the complex programs of some of the largest 
companies in the country, one fundamental principle 
was common to all. Each one expressed management’s 
determination to reduce accidents; to set up the machin- 
ery to achieve that objective, and to demonstrate to 
every man and woman in the plant that safety is a 
vital part of their job and the productive processes. 


The important point here is that regardless of size 
any company can develop an effective program. 


Safe employees 


The fundamental difference between the two groups 
of companies centered about the employee—in the prac- 
tices that affected him as an individual and those that 
tended to enlist his cooperation and participation. In 
other words, the difference between the groups was

mainly in application of human relations techniques to 
safety. 


Basic to success in accident prevention work is the 
need to persuade individual employees that, to a large 
degree, their safety and safety of their co-workers de- 
pend upon them as individuals. They must recognize 
and accept personal responsibility if they are to avoid 
accidents and injuries. 


Safety education 


The development of safety consciousness is one of 
the basic steps in a sound accident-prevention program. 
There must be a vivid awareness by the employees of 
the necessity to eliminate accidents-as well as constant 
mental alertness in recognizing and avoiding hazards 
and practices which might lead to accidents. 


How this practice paid off is shown in Chart III. 
Three of every four of the “selected” companies re- 
ported safety education was a part of their program. 
Only about 1 of every 3 companies in the entire group 
had safety education programs. The same trend applies 
to occupational disease prevention and first-aid instruc- 
tion. Far higher proportions of “selected” companies 
reported these subjects in their educational program. 

This area is one that holds much promise. The de- 
velopment of safety-minded employees is a long step 
toward drastically reduced accidents. The educational 
techniques are well-known, materials are readily avail- 
able. It can be done in most cases without hiring addi- 
tional personnel. 


Safety and job training 


Medern job training has acquired another dimension 
—not only does an employee learn the “what, how and 
why” of the job but he learns the safe way to do it. He 
learns to recognize and avoid hazards. This is the second 
vital step in accident prevention. It is useless to talk 
only in generalities about the need to be safe. Em- 
ployees must be told definitely what to do and what 
not to do if the program is to be effective. Specific job 
instruction, including safe practices, explanation of the 
job hazards and importance and proper use of safe- 
guards, was featured in job training programs of about 
99% of the selected group. The corresponding figure for 
the entire group was 86.8%. 

The almost universal use of this technique empha- 
sizes its worth. In the selected group practically all 
companies in each size group reported the practice— 
the entire group was not far behind. (See Chart IV). 


Safety discipline 

All this training and education, as well as the time 

and money spent to develop safe work practices, effi- 

cient machine guards and safe plant environment, are 

useless if individual employees do not act safely and 
obey safety rules at all times.

Dry Chemical Fire Extinguishers 


YOU COULDN’T POSSIBLY TEST ALL THE DIFFERENT KINDS OF 
FIRE EQUIPMENT in your plant to be sure they meet 
safety standards. If you tried you’d justnever getanything 
else done. That doesn’t mean, of course, you can’t test 
them to see if they’re in good condition and work okay. 
You probably do that anyway. But you have to depend 
on somebody else to do the necessary research work, 
let you know the equipment you buy checks with ac- 
cepted safety standards. 


The little label on your equipment that reads, “Under- 

writers’ Laboratories, Inc.” does this for you. When ANGLE TEST must bring release of at 
you find it on your equipment it means the Underwrit- least 80% of dry chemical when ex- 
ers’ Laboratories, sponsored by the National Board of tinguisher is tilted 45 degrees. 
Fire Underwriters—has tested a sampling of the manu- 
facturer’s labeled product, found it to meet rigid speci- 
fications. It also means U.L. inspectors have examined 
representative samples of the labeled equipment at the 
plant where manufactured. If the inspector found them 
unsuitable for labeling, you don’t have them in your 
plant. They were rejected. 

U.L. does this for all products bearing its labels. It’s 
your assurance the manufacturer has sold you equip- 
ment that meets safety standards. For the maker, it’s 
a countercheck on efficiency of his own inspection 
service. 

What the U.L. people do to a dry chemical fire ex- 
tinguisher is enough to make an extinguisher feel weary, 
make you glad you have a device that can withstand 
such grueling abuse, still flick out small blazes in an 
instant. 


Here are a few of the paces U.L. put a sampling of one 
manufacturer’s stored pressure, dry chemical extingu- 
ishers through: 

e On arrival at the lab engineers examine gauges, PRESSURE TEST of 1000 psi. — for 
check crystals, even look inside cartons. They want to

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e They pour the chemical—essentially a chemically 
treated sodium bicarbonate—out of one of the extingu- 
ishers, send it to a testing room. There some of it is 
alternately exposed to two days of 80% relative humid- 
ity, two days of dry atmosphere. This goes on for three 
weeks. It tests anti-caking qualities. Some is shaken 
through screens to determine fineness, some is analyzed. 
The data serves as constant check on chemical selected 
from production batches at the plant by the manufac- 
turer. 

e A fully charged extinguisher is placed in a tar- 
paulin-walled area, exposed for 96 hours to a driving 
rain of water forced from three nozzles under 5 psi. 
pressure. The extinguisher is then moved to a 120° 
oven for 48 hours. If the chemical hasn’t caked, dis- 
charges correctly, it has passed this test. 

e An extinguisher is overcharged with as much dry 
chemical as can be shaken and jarred into it. Despite 
decreased space left for the expellant gas, it’s then dis- 
charged. The extinguisher must release 80% of the 
chemical. This is quite a test for an extinguisher de- 
signed to operate with specific proportions of gas and 
chemical. 

e A pressure retention test is made to determine if 
appreciable loss of expellant gas occurs after one year. 
In this test 36 sample extinguishers charged with the 
exact rated capacity of dry chemical and expellant gas 
are discharged and recharged a number of times. They 
are then charged to exact rated capacity, stored at vari- 
ous temperatures for one year. Thirty samples are 
stored at normal temperatures, six samples at 120° F. 
Gauge pressures are observed and samples weighed at 
one, three, six and twelve month intervals after being 
placed on test. 

e To be sure extinguishers will operate regardless 
of temperature, a series of temperature tests are per- 
formed. Several are placed in a refrigerator for 24 
hours at -40° F, others conditioned at temperatures 
ranging up to 120° F. They’re then operated normally 
and intermittently. Through all these temperature 
ranges they have to maintain a consistent discharge 
rate, show not even a one second hesitation each time 
nozzle is opened. 

e Range of operation and extinguishing performance 
are carefully checked. Extinguishers have to kill roar- 
ing gasoline tub and floor-fires, be suitable for use on

e They’ve made arrangements to 
call on local civil fire departments 
for assistance if it should ever be 
necessary. 

e In addition to all other equip- 
ment, four crash trucks are kept on 
constant duty on the flight line.

Bearing the fancy title “incentive 
award system,” plans of giving safety prizes have helped 


Last lost time accident in the plant occurred in 1949 when 
cases needing a doctor decreased to 11. In the last year 
only nine cases needed such care. Considering nature of 
the Vitreous operation the record is exceptional. The 
company does much metal working and porcelain enam- 
eling on sheet steel. It has all the usual hazards of work 


bring many a safety program off the 
skids. Some safety directors believe 
the scheme is good only for a quick- 
shot treatment for a jaded program. 
Here’s a company that proved it can 
be effective over a long period. 

In 1945 The Vitreous Steel Prod- 
ucts Co., Nappanee, Indiana, had 28 
medical case accidents, 10 of them 
lost time accidents. The plant man- 
agement, considering this too many 
for its staff of about 125 employees, 
launched an effective safety pro- 
gram. 

Important part of the program is the 
prize award system. It’s proved so 
effective—in combination with Vit- 
reous Products’ shop safety commit- 
tee, emphasis on good housekeeping, 
and policy of making prompt haz- 
ard corrections—the accident record 
has improved year after year.

Some months 
they’re given sacks of groceries, 
coal, clothing, tickets to Notre Dame 
football games and big league ball 
games. When the company passed 
the three year mark everyone took 
home a dressed turkey. Turkeys, 
chicken dinners and picnics have 
been given all employees on several 
other occasions as safety awards.

| COMPENSATION 








Arizona Burial Expenses Increased . . . 


... Recently signed into law in Arizona was a 
bill raising maximum amount allowable for 
burial expenses in cases of injury causing death 
from $150 to $300. The new maximum became 
effective on March 17, 1954. 


Insurance Premiums Cut in Arkansas . 


... Premiums will be cut in Arkansas on work- 
men’s compensation insurance beginning June 
1, 1954. The rate reductions, averaging 6.2 per 
cent, are broken down as follows: manufac- 
turers, 7.1 per cent; contractors, 6 per cent; all 
others, 5.8 per cent. One reason for the cut: 
statistics show employers have been paying al- 
most twice as much in premiums as the com- 
panies have paid out in compensation awards. 


Total Disability Benefit Augmented in Maryland... 


. . The Governor of Maryland recently ap- 
proved a law effective June 1, 1954. It will 
increase from $32 to $35 the maximum weekly 
compensation allowable for any temporary 
total disability due to an industrial accident. 


Maryland School Employees Now Covered... 


... A new section in the Maryland compensa- 
tion law adds certain employments to be con- 
sidered extra-hazardous for compensation pur- 
poses. These include all employees of the 
county boards of education, the Baltimore 
board of school commissioners, and all public 
school employees of the state. This additional 
coverage becomes effective June 1, 1954. 


Virginia Makes Two Major Changes . 


... Two new changes have been made in Vir- 
ginia compensation law. The first, effective 90 
days after adjournment of the General Assem- 
bly, provides that hereafter the General As- 
sembly instead of the Governor, as formerly, 
shall choose members of the Industrial Com- 
mission. 


The second change, effective June 30, 1954, 
deals with increases in benefits. In addition to 
the $2 increase, mentioned in this column last 
month, making the maximum weekly compen- 
sation allowable for disability or death $27, the 
aggregate maximum allowable for total disabil- 
ity cases goes from $10,000 to $10,800, the ag- 
gregate maximum allowable to beneficiaries for 
a compensable death is upped from $7,500 to 
$8,100. e e

What's Wrong With 


Plant Fire Protection 


Programs? 


WHAT’S WRONG WITH INDUSTRIAL FIRE PROTECTION? Why 
are entire plants wiped out by fire? Are present day 
fire fighting methods inadequate? You can’t help ask- 
ing these questions after learning of the all too frequent 
large industrial fires. Most fire chiefs and fire protec- 
tion engineers have the answers. They sum them up in 
two revealing words—inadequate training. 


You've got to train management. If key members of 
industry were properly instructed, most recent multi- 
million dollar fires would not have developed. The 
fire training problem is twofold: 1) for management, 
2) for those directly responsible for fire safety. 

Instruction of management is the most ignored—but 
it’s basis on which your fire prevention and protection 
rests. Fire protection must have management’s full, 
wholehearted support. Without such support, properly 
trained personnel needed to fight fire never get trained, 
don’t get a crack at your fires. 

Instruction of management can be based on these 
premises: 1) fire protection is so essential it must be 
considered inadequate if not 100% effective, 2) it can 
only be entrusted to properly trained and experienced 
personnel, 3) it’s part of the moral obligation of man- 
agement to maintain safe working conditions, 4) it’s 
economically sound on a long term basis. 

For management to proceed on a positive fire pre- 
vention plan, it must have a certain familiarity with 
fire protection principles, even though actual work will 
be delegated to someone else.

Management must then engage or 
assign the proper individual as fire 
safety supervisor. His qualifications 
should include traits of character, 
such as: moral strength, alertness, 
qualities of leadership, quickness in 
appraising situations and formulat- 
ing plans and, most important, the 
desire to do the work. He should 
have physical ability to do fire con- 
trol work, stamina to keep deter- 
minedly at prevention activities. 
Management should require previ- 
ous fire fighting experience, as well 
as knowledge of plant fire protec- 
tion. If these technical qualifica- 
tions can’t be obtained, the person 
should be sent to a recognized fire 
college. 

Management and the fire safety 
supervisor should solicit suggestions 
of the local fire chief, and collabor- 
ate with him.

e Organize fire brigades. (Certain 
employees should be designated 
specific emergency duties, such as 
shutting down processes, if neces- 
sary, directing others to exits, fight- 
ing fires with hose or large appli- 
ances). 

e Institute regular fire drills for 
the whole plant. 

e Maintain interest in fire pro- 
tection: 1) fire brigades should be 
kept fully informed of all new fire 
fighting techniques, 2) supervisors 
should watch for slackening in over- 
all fire consciousness. 

Fire safety supervisors must be trained. 
You can’t confine instruction of 
those directly responsible for fire 
safety to the classroom. Good in- 
struction must include actual fire 
fighting experience. While this is 
key to problem of getting good plant 
fire protection, more is involved 
than is usually realized. Only per- 
sons with extensive fire experience 
can reliably envision fire dangers, 
set up correct counter-measures. 

Although present day fire control 
equipment and extinction methods 
are adequate, new developments 
must not be overlooked. Usually 
the new developments can do a bet- 
ter job than existing procedures. Do 
not overlook them. Fire hazards 
differ. Seemingly routine situations 
may warrant use of the new proce-

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dures. Properly experienced per- 
sonnel can readily recognize such 
situations, utilize all the advantages 
available. 

Expensive fire equipment can 
easily be rendered useless or re- 
duced in effectiveness by simple 
oversights and poor judgment. Most 
of this waste usually comes from 
lack of fire fighting experience and 
training. 

Some mistakes to avoid. 

e Fire protection men are fam- 
iliar with the frequent losses result- 
ing from lack of water or too distant 
hydrants. Few, however, consider 
losses caused by hydrants being too 
close to fire hazards. Although you 
should not install hydrants and 
other fire equipment too far from 
hazards, you should consider type 
and size of hazards. Keep hydrants 
away from flammable liquid areas 
and flimsy structures. They can gen- 
erate a lot of heat and smoke in a 
short time. Any piece of fire equip- 
ment within fifty feet of such a 
fire could be rendered useless or 
unreachable, particularly if a wind 
fanned the flames. You should al- 
ways consider possibility of a bad 
fire condition in locating equipment. 

e Industrial yard hydrants often 
are placed in poorly selected posi- 
tions. Worst offender is the hidden 
hydrant. Either it’s placed between 
buildings or is located in middle of 
a cluttered area. Hydrants are nec-

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Ninety-nine of 100 men can be 
sold on safety. Unfortunately, the 
odd one is a major problem. He does 
not respond to education and per- 
suasion, so endangers himself and 
his fellow workers. Until the basic 
reason for his lack of response is 
determined and removed, discipline 
is usually considered the practical 
solution to the problem. 

About 83% of the “selected” com- 
panies reported they disciplined for 
infractions of safety rules, (See 
Chart V). Corresponding figure for 
the other group was about 58%. 
Among the “selected” companies 
widespread realization of the need 
for safety discipline was noted. In 
every size group of “selected” com- 
panies, more than 8 of every 10 re- 
ported the practice. In contrast, in 
the other group of companies the 
usual pattern was observed. As 
company size increases likelihood of 
the practice of disciplinary action 
being used also increases. 


Personal safety devices 


The use of personal safety de- 
vices and the wearing of protective 
clothing has saved many lives, 
averted thousands of occupational 
injuries. That this fact is widely 
recognized in industry is shown by 
fact that 3 of every 4 companies re- 
ported their employees were re- 
quired to use them when and where 
needed. 

That 94% of the selected compa- 
nies—about 19% points higher than 
the other group—reported the prac- 
tice, indicates this is an area which 
also holds much promise for further 
reductions in number of occupation- 
al injuries. (Chart VI). About 9 of 
every 10 “selected” companies—in 
every size group—reported the 
practice. This indicates the need for 
such devices is encountered in every 
type of company, has contributed to 
reduction of occupational injuries 
of all kinds of companies. Examin- 
ation of figures for the entire group 
of larger companies indicates the 
value of such devices is widely re- 
cognized. The practice was less 
widely reported among. smaller 
companies. 


Safety committees 

When employees actively parti- 
cipate and cooperate in an accident 
prevention program there is a 
wholesome psychological reaction. 
Service on a committee—or the 
prospect of it—makes a strong ap- 
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peal to everybody. Such service 
appeals to ambition, to the desire 
for recognition, feeds the sense of 
belonging that we all need to feel 
secure. By appealing to these de- 
sires, satisfying them, employees 
enjoy a sense of participation and 
pride in the program. Employee 
safety committees contribute much 
more than psychological satisfac- 
tions—important as they are. The 
more viewpoints, experiences and 
ideas brought to bear on accident 
prevention problems, the greater the 
likelihood of further injury reduc- 
tions. Effectiveness of the safety 
committee was clearly shown in the 
comparison between the two groups 
of companies. Among the “selected’ 
group about 94% of the companies 
reported safety committees. Less 
than 58% of the entire group had 
them. (See Chart VII). 
Importance of the safety commit- 
tee was almost universally recog- 
nized by all sizes of companies in 
the “selected” group. In the entire 
group the likelihood of a safety 
committee being utilized in the 
company increased sharply with 
average size of the company. 


Safety committee membership 


Analyzing membership of the 


committees clearly indicates the 
prominent position the foreman oc- 
cupies in accident prevention work. 
(See Chart VIII). In small compa- 
nies—those with fewer than 500 em- 
ployees—foremen served on almost 
eight out of every ten committees? 
They were more frequently reported 
as members than any other type of 
personnel including operating heads. 


employee representatives, safety 
men and medical personnel. 
In companies employing more 


than 500 workers importance of the 
foreman was not diminished. The 
only group more frequently report- 
ed in this size company was, as 
might be expected, safety men. 
They were reported in more than 8 
out of every 10 companies. Since 
the smaller companies can rarely 
afford a full-time safety man, less 
than half of them reported they 
had them as committee members. 
However, as companies increased in 
size and were able to utilize the 
services of safety men the propor- 
tions of safety men on their com- 
mittees increased sharply. In the 
larger companies they served on 
more than 9 of every 10 committees. 


Employee participation 
The importance of employee par-

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ticipation in the accident prevention 
program is again clearly pointed up 
in the comparison between commit- 
tee membership in the “selected” 
group of companies and in the en- 
tire group. (Chart IX). More than 
90% of the “selected” group re- 
ported they used employee repre- 
sentatives on their committees. Only 
about 2 of every 3 of the entire 
group followed the practice. Look- 
ing at the comparison, there can be 
little doubt the practice was one ot 
the significant factors contributing 
to effectiveness of the “selected” 
groups’ programs. 


A safe plant 

Industry is aware of its responsi- 
bility to provide a safe and health- 
ful working environment. 

Four of its safety practices are 
compared in Chart X: 1) plant safe- 
ty inspections, 2) accident investi- 
gations, 3) good general illumina- 
tion, 4) good housekeeping. These 
practices present a bird’s eye view 
of the extent of industry’s efforts 
to push safety. In addition to these 
practices, other aspects of plant en- 
vironment control were studied. 
included exhaust ventilation, illum- 
ination of hazardous spots, use and 
control of poisonous materials and 
plant sanitation. 

The study showed a good job is 
generally being done. Trends shown 
by the 4 practices presented in the 
charts were typical of the other 
phases. 

While the differences between the 
two groups of companies were rela- 
tively small, they were significant 
in their implications. Every one of 
the selected companies made peri- 
odic safety inspections of their 
plants. This highly effective pre- 
ventive measure was reported by 
95% of the other companies. 

Accident investigations are post- 
mortems, but they have a very real 
value in preventing similar acci- 
dents—and pointing to loopholes in 
the plant’s protective program. 98% 
of the selected companies reported 
the practice in contrast to 84% of 
the other companies. 

Good general illumination and 
housekeeping were reported by 
more than 9 of every 10 of the 
companies in both groups. 


Records 

Adequate records are a must if 
your accident prevention program 
is to be a success. They point to 
hazardous jobs, plant areas, and 
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activities. Further, they permit a 
continuing evaluation of effective- 
ness of your accident prevention 
programs and their value to your 
company. 

More than two-thirds of the 
smallest companies maintained such 
records; keeping track of the num- 
ber of accidents, the number of 
employees involved, the time lost 
and the injury frequency rate. These 
records were, of course, in addition 
to individual employees’ records. 
Practically all companies employ- 
ing more than 250 workers main- 
tained such files. In the 251-500 
employee group 93.8% kept records. 
The average rose steadily to 98.7% 
in companies employing more than 
2500 people. 

As shown in Chart XI, the im- 
portance of maintaining adequate 
records was universally recognized 
by the selected companies. 

It is interesting to note that 
whereas about 3 of every 4 of all 
companies computed their injury- 
frequency rates, more than 9 of 
every 10 of the “selected” compa- 
nies did so. 

Good records, properly utilized, 
are a potent weapon in your fight 
against occupational injuries. 


What does the study show? 

e A good job is being done gen- 
erally in providing a safe environ- 
ment and safe working conditions. 

e Where accident prevention pro- 
grams are in operation—vigiliantly 
administered—they bring extremely 
important and highly desirable re- 
sults. In human terms the benefits 
from these programs are beyond 
price. In tangible terms they have 
the same effects as do any other 
sound management techniques. 
They: 1) increase efficiency, 2) 
provide real dollar savings through 
reductions in unit costs, 3) increase 
quantity and quality of production, 
4) reduce accident costs. 

e Basic factors that make for 
successful programs are clear; re- 
cognition that safety is an integral 
part of the management function, 
that it is carried out through good 
human relations in accord with 
sound engineering principles. 

e Every company regardless of 
size, type or industry needs, can 
have -an effective program—and 
reap the benefits. The costs are 
moderate but when the returns of 
the program are measured against 
the costs, the question facing man- 
agement becomes: Can we afford 
NOT to have a program? rather 
than—Can we afford a program? 
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given an accelerated aging test in 
an oxygen bomb testing device. 
Gauges of some are checked for cali- 
bration. Cylinders are given a 
hydrostatic strength test.

New York City fire lieutenant, Loef- 
fler has been placed on the N. Y. 
Fire Department roll of merit four 
times, has been decorated for heroic 
action during a blaze. 

Of the volunteers, almost all have 
had some previous experience in 
firemanship. Most of them have also 
served in their local community fire 
companies. 

Boss of the volunteers, Henry Al- 
bert, carries the title of Deputy Fire 
Chief (a volunteer job). He’s had 
more than 25 years experience, the 
last five as fire commissioner for 
the town of Baldwin, L. I. 

Firemen have definite duties. Full 
time firemen: 1) train the volun- 
teers, 2) conduct inspections, 3) 
fight fires, 4) work on fire preven- 
tion activities. Volunteers have de- 
finite responsibilities when fires 
strike but all are trained to fill in 
on any fire-fighting assignment. 

The volunteers receive two hours 
training every month.

Discipline.

Choosing implements for fire 
fighting. 

Training procedures include use 
of drills, simulated fires, exhibits 
and visual aids such as charts, pho- 
tographs and motion pictures. 

All this came in handy last spring 
when Republic’s uniformed firemen 
and volunteers quelled a plant fire 
in record time, held fire down to 
minor damage, most of it from 
smoke. 

“However, the best method of 
fighting fires,” says Loeffler, “is to 
prevent them before they start.” 
Working on this theory, Republic 
has instituted a comprehensive fire 
prevention program. 

Every new employee receives a brief- 
ing on fire prevention as part of the 
plant indoctrination program. Su- 
pervisors and foremen are given 
fire prevention instruction in their 
training courses. Posters and lists 
of precautions are displayed 
throughout the plant. The em- 
ployees’ newspaper is used as a fire 
prevention education medium. 

Smoking is prohibited in the fac- 
tory, warehouses and hangars ex- 
cept during rest periods and at 
lunchtime—then only in designated 
areas. No-smoking signs are posted. 
Plant protection personnel patrol 
the area during smoking periods. 
In some areas smoking is prohibited 
at all times. 

Buildings and plant grounds are 
inspected at least twice a day by 
uniformed firemen to keep the plant 
free of fire hazards. Final assembly, 
the flight line, hangars and similar 
areas are given particular scrutiny. 

If a fire hazard is spotted the fire- 
man remains to supervise its elimina- 
tion. He leaves only when he is 
certain all precautions against dan- 
ger have been taken. 

On highly combustible jobs like 
welding, special areas, safe from 
flammable materials are set aside. 
If a welder is assigned to a job out- 
side his work area he must notify 
the fire department. The depart- 
ment records it, in turn notifies the 
fireman in that section of the plant. 
The fireman checks to ascertain 
safety of the area where work is to 
be done. He is responsible for the 
removal of all potential fire haz- 
ards and blanketing immovable 
combustible material with asbestos. 
Then, if he considers the area safe 
from fire danger he briefs the weld- 
er on fire precautions, places fire 
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extinguishers at hand. The fireman 
is also required to make regular 
checks of the area as long as the 
welding continues. If the fireman 
decides the area is unsafe, some 
other method or area must be found 
to accomplish the job. 

This precaution may seem a little 
elaborate, but the people at Republic 
don’t think so. They remember only 
a single welding spark destroyed 
the General Motors’ transmission 
plant. 

On the flight line a constant duty 
shift is maintained with fire-crash 
trucks and fire patrols. Whenever 
a plane “fires-up” its engines or is 
fueled a crash truck stands fire 


watch. Planes may be started or 
fueled only in authorized areas. 
Any leakage or fuel spillage is im- 
mediately neutralized. No-smoking 
areas have been established and all 
other fire precautions taken. The 
firemen even assist in parking air- 
craft to eliminate fire danger. 
Chief Loeffler’s office is located 
on the flight line where he has a 
tower-to-plane radio monitoring set 
so he will know if a plane is in 
trouble before it lands. All four 
crash trucks are equipped with two- 
way radios. They hook up to the 
tower and Loeffler’s monitor set. 
How well does the system work?

If you decide to make the inspec- 
tions yourself, don’t assume you're 
safe if the sprinklers “look good” as 
you walk past them. You can’t tell 
the whole story by just looking. The 
sure way to check is to remove a 
few sprinklers for sampling, have 
them tested. 

How many you should check and 
how often you should inspect system 
depends on conditions in your plant. 
Sprinklers in plants with sticky sub- 
stances contaminating the atmos- 
phere, plants with corrosive fumes, 
need more frequent checks than 
sprinklers in air conditioned build- 
ings.

They probably don’t have the most 
efficient type of sprinkler heads. 
Ancient sprinklers can’t be depend- 
ed upon to operate as promptly as 
when they were installed. This de- 
lay in action will result in more 
sprinklers opening, possibility that 
fire may spread may continue. The 
protection system may then be over- 
powered. 

An out-of-date sprinkler system 
should serve as a big question mark 
in your fire protection thinking. It 
may be an interesting antique but 
probably won’t work efficiently to 
protect the greatly increased prop- 
erty values that have built up since 
the original installation was made. 

Regardless of how old your sprinkler 
system is, it will pay you to thor- 
oughly examine it regularly, analyze 
its efficiency. Here’s why: For over 
50 years the NFPA studied fires in 
sprinklered properties. Of a total 
of 83,088 fires, sprinklers doused or 
controlled 96.1% of them with trivial 
loss. Of the remaining 3.9% losses, 
investigation showed following as 
main causes:

e Make your sprinkler installa- 
tions complete in areas to be pro- 
tected. Fires gaining headway in 
unsprinklered areas may prove too 
much for your sprinklers to handle 
when fire reaches area they cover. 
Extend sprinklers to new areas be- 
fore they are occupied. 

e Avoid obstructions to distribu- 
tion of water from sprinklers by 
stock and partitions. Water must 
reach the burning material to kill 
the fire. 

e Protect your sprinklers from 
freezing. Even freezing in a minor 
area may stop water flow, make 
control and alarm devices fail. It 
may seriously damage the equip- 
ment, require expensive repairs and 
consequent sprinkler interruption.

WHAT’S WRONG WITH 
PROGRAMS? 
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essary for water supply to both fire 
trucks and hose lines: 1) they must 
not be obstructed in any way to 
hinder easy access, 2) should be 
spaced strategically in the open 
where they can be easily seen. 

e A common example of poor fire 
protection often encountered by fire 
inspectors is a hose house with in- 
sufficient hose or one with defective 
hose. Inspectors often walk right 
past a hose house with hose nearly 
rolled up on the shelves. This point 
is very important if the emergency 
use of the hose is considered. In- 
dustrial fire brigades usually work 
on fires until the local municipal 
fire department arrives. They take 
advantage of the critical first five 
minutes of a fire. This can’t be ac- 
complished with rolled hose. To set 
up a one hundred foot line of rolled 
hose requires eight separate oper- 
ations. Some of these may be done 
wrong. Partially trained and excit- 
ed personnel may unroll a hose 
backwards, pull it apart in coils. 
This adds a few more time-losing 
operations, making it ten or more. 


OCCUPATIONAL HAZARDS 
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The problem is easily solved if the 

hose is connected and racked in its 

hose house. Use of such a hose setup 

requires only three _ operations. 

Here’s how it works: 

Two ways to lay 100 feet of hose 

Rolled Hose 

. Remove first length, carry to 
position. 

. Unroll it with female end toward 
hydrant. 

. Remove second length, carry to 
position. 

. Unroll it like first length. 

. Couple two lengths 

. Attach nozzle.

1. Take nozzle, walk to attack area. 
2. Remove cap, attach hose _ to 
hydrant. 
. Turn on hydrant.

e A sprinkler system is one of 
the fire fighters’ allies. Proof of this 
exists in many cases of complete 
destruction occurring where there 
were no sprinklers or when they 
were shut off. Most publicized fires 
mentioning sprinkler data are the 
big ones. Little mention is made, 
except by fire officials, where two 
or three heads were activated in- 
stead of only one because the 
sprinkler nearest the fire was ob- 
structed or poorly located. 

e Safety engineers should check 
each individual head in their sys- 
tems, watch for these points: 1) that 
all heads are uncorroded, 2) they 
are all unobstructed even by tem- 
porary conditions, 3) they are 
spaced less for uniformity than for 
coverage around obstructions, such 
as beams, belts, conveyors, pipes, 
etc. Although sprinkler systems are 
usually well planned in original lay- 
outs, they won’t be equally effec- 
tive if the structure is altered by 
additions, such as extra partitions, 
new vertical shafts, added wings or 
increased floor space. It’s time for 
sprinkler reevaluation when you 
contemplate such major hazard 
changes as converting simple assem- 
bly rooms to paint shops. 

e Competent fire protection and 
safety men rarely install improper 
type fire extinguishers. They are 
familiar with characteristics of each 
type, know where to place the vari- 
ous kinds to utilize the basic prin- 
ciples of fire control. 

e Foam and dry powder extingu- 
ishers sometimes are installed inside 
of small oil storage rooms instead of 
outside.

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e Carbon dioxide extinguishers 
are often found within three to five 
feet of open vats or easily spilled 
or ruptured containers. Obvious 
mistake here is the belief nearby 
employees will instantly grab the 
nearest extinguisher, quickly snuff 
out blaze before it can develop or 
spread. Such suppositions don’t 
allow for unexpected circumstances 
like sudden spills, pipe ruptures, or 
flash. Any of these may prevent im- 
mediate attack on a fire. Employees 





will temporarily retreat from sud- 
den appearance of searing flames 
and fast spreading fire. 

Proper placement of fire appara- 
tus in relation to a hazard must 
take into consideration: 

e The approximate fire extension 
of the hazard. 

e Its relation to automatic sys- 
tems. 

e Psychological effect on the em- 
ployees of “going for help.” 

e Technical classification of the 
fire. 

Employees must be trained. 

It can easily be seen from the pre- 
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ceding that industrial fire protection 
depends on adequate training of 
both management and safety direc- 
tors. If your plant officials are ade- 
quately prepared they will see your 
employees are also instructed. 


Considerable attention must be 
focused on employee training. The 
employee is the main cog in the fire 
prevention program. He’s present 
at the scenes of incipient fires, is 
responsible for observance of clean- 
liness and safety precautions. His 
cooperation can only be obtained if 
he’s aware of the relationship of a 
disastrous fire to loss of his life or 
job. Installation may boomerang un- 
favorably if you neglect employee 
training. You must train them thor- 
oughly in use of all first aid equip- 
ment. Without such training a sense 
of false security may devolop in 
both employer and employee. 


Although instruction of plant em- 
ployees both in prevention and ex- 
tinction methods is increasing, there 
seems to be a lingering tendency for 
management to avoid granting extra 
time for it. Time you save by not 
calling drills may be spent tenfold 
on time lost from fire-caused shut- 
downs—most of them result from 
faulty initial fire attack. 


You shouldn’t consider any piece 
of manual fire fighting equipment 
completely installed until your em- 
ployees are fully instructed in its 
correct operation. This is vitally 
important regardless of advertising 
to the contrary. 


Installation of fire safety appara- 
tus without considering its conse- 
quences has led to many catastro- 
phies. Installation of a fire escape 
on a building of third class con- 
struction filled with highly combus- 
tible contents—where windows are 
left unprotected—is an excellent 
example. Here the false sense of 
security may bring a horrible loss 
of life. The fire escape may be un- 
reachable during a fire, personnel 
will probably jump out the win- 
dows. A fire gong installed in a 
place of assembly which might bring 
panic is a well-known extreme of 
improper fire protection. Often 
overlooked is the other extreme of 
lack of needed equipment such as 
flow alarms in temporarily sprink- 
lered installations. 


In adequate training and disre- 
gard of necessity for such training 
lies directly with your management. 
Until your management is awak- 
ened to its responsibility, fire will 
continue to menace your plant. You 
may be the only one who can build 
a fire-prevention fire under your 
management. e e 
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Signing Red Petition 
Brings Worker Injury 


THE COMMUNIST-INSPIRED STOCK- 
HOLM PEACE PETITION was the instru- 
ment around which an injury re- 
volved in a recent Wisconsin case. 

Roy Webb worked for Nash-Kel- 
vinator. His trouble came when he 
signed a document known as the 
Milwaukee Labor Peace Committee 
petition. It was addressed to Trygve 
Lie in support of the Stockholm 
World Peace Appeal. Webb not only 
signed his name, but included his 
union designation, “member of Lo- 
cal 75—UAW CIO.” 

At the union’s request, Webb is- 
sued a statement to newspapers in- 
dicating he signed the petition as an 
individual, not in the capacity of 
union representative. Nevertheless, 
his fellow employees expressed hos- 
tility to Webb. His employer was 
aware of the situation, did nothing. 


e A short time after this occur- 
rence, while working at his bench, 
Webb was seized by a number of 
employees. He was injured while 
being forcibly ejected from the 
plant. 


e In answer to Webb’s claim, the 
employer contended the injury arose 
because of personal grudges of the 
assailants, not out of the employ- 
ment. 


e There was no question but that 
Webb was performing work inci- 
dental to his employment when 
seized. The problem was whether 
the injury arose out of the employ- 
ment. 


e The court ruled the “positional 
risk” doctrine applied. Under this 
doctrine an injury is compensable if 
it would not have happened but for 
the fact the conditions or obligations 
of the employment put the claimant 
in the position where he was in- 
jured. By his employment, Webb 
was put in a place where the con- 
centration of a large number of 
workers in a single plant furnished 
the environmental factor conducive 
to mob hatred and violence. 


e Said the court, “An allowance 
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in compensation is not controlled by 
differences in political beliefs or 
other adherences, but by acts of the 
injured in the scope of his employ- 
ment and whether the accident arose 
out of the employment. We are not 
concerned with the fomenting cause. 
Where the work environment is a 
causative factor of the assault, it is 
immaterial whether the motive is or 
is not work-connected.”

Cabbie Gets Cerebral 
Hemorrhage Watching 
Arrest 


A BOSTON TAXI DRIVER RECENTLY BE- 
CAME SPEECHLESS. The Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court had to de- 
cide whether his condition came 
about in course of his employment. 

Egan, the cabbie, was returning to 
Boston after delivering a fare in 
Malden. While driving along Main 
Street in Everett, he slowed down 
when he noticed activity on the 
sidewalk. He saw a police officer in 
uniform with a gun in his hand 
holding three young men at bay. 
The officer called to Egan to stop. 
He did. The policeman requested 
Egan to go to the police station to 
obtain aid. At that moment, one of 
the arrested men put his hand in 
his pocket. The officer threatened 
to shoot the man unless he kept his 
hands up. 


e When he got to the station, 
Egan was nervous and excited. Two 
days later, while at home, he was 
seized with a spell of blindness. He 
lost power of speech. His condition 
was diagnosed as a cerebral hemor- 
rhage. 


e It appeared to his employer 
that Egan became an employee of 
the city when he was asked for aid 
by the policeman.

Grave Digger Killed 


Soliciting Business 


Mr. HINKLE WAS A CEMETERY KEEPER 
for the city of Lexington, North 
Carolina. He was required to cut 
city cemetery grass, sell cemetery 
lots, dig graves, remove the surplus 
dirt, perform other duties incidental 
to the position of cemetery keeper. 

Although tools were provided by 
the city for grave digging, Hinkle 
was paid for grave digging by those 
who sought his service. 

Eager to get ahead and supple- 
ment his small city salary, Hinkle— 
who had no telephone at home— 
each evening would make _ the 
rounds of funeral parlors on foot to 
see if any graves needed to be dug. 

eOn one of these nightly visits to 
the funeral homes Hinkle was struck 
by a car and killed. His wife sought 
compensation from the city. 

e The city argued its case on 
basis it was not part of Hinkle’s 
employment to make rounds of fu- 
neral parlors to drum up business; 
that the fatal accident occurred on 
one of these trips. 

e The court, apparently feeling 
sorry for the widow (and perhaps 
wondering who would dig Hinkle’s 
grave) concluded Hinkle’s nightly 
trips were incidental to his job. It 
ruled the injury arose out of the 
employment. 

Claim allowed.

Did Polio Or 
Steam-Burn Kill? 
THE QUESTION OF WHETHER HUBERT 


SMITH’s death was due to a burn on 
his neck or bulbar polio was one 
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which the Idaho Supreme Court had 
to answer. 

Smith was burned on the neck 
just over his “Adam’s apple” by a 
hot steam pipe. A couple of days 
later he became ill during his lunch 
hour, was hospitalized. He died the 
next day. 

e The only issue in the case was 
whether the burn had any causal 
connection with the death. 

The attending physician who ex- 
ecuted the death certificate diag- 
nosed the cause as “bulbar type 
polio.” Later, however, Smith’s re- 
mains were exhumed. The pathol- 
ogist performing the autopsy ruled 
out polio. He stated Smith’s injury 
on the steam pipe was causally re- 
lated to the death. Two other doc- 
tors disagreed with the pathologist 
—they too stated the cause was 
polio. 

e The court decided the claimant 
failed to prove a causal relationship 
between Smith’s accident and his 
death. 

Claim disallowed.

Employee Ball Club 


Just Recreation 


JASPER F. MCFARLAND, JR. WAS A 
PRESS BRAKE OPERATOR for the St. 
Louis Car Company. He was also 
catcher on the “company” softball 
team. His left foot was injured while 
playing ball for the company. He 
sought compensation. 

McFarland contended he was 
within scope of his employment 
when injured since: 1) it was a com- 
pany team, 2) the company paid 
costs of league entry and equipment, 
3) the team helped advertising the 
employer. 

e After being presented with all 
facts, the court ruled against the 
claimant. McFarland was not hired, 
to play baseball, nor was his contin- 
ued employment contingent upon 
participation. The games were not 
initiated by the employer even 
though they did pay the costs. They 
were played after working hours, 
off the premises. As for the adver- 
tising value the employer received, 
it was negligible, since customers for 
the employer’s products—railroad 
cars—were so few and widely scat- 
tered it could not be said the base- 
ball team played any part in sales 
promotion. 

e The court ruled the support 
given by the employer should “be 
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accepted for what it really was, a 
gratuitous contribution to its em- 
ployees’ social and recreational life.” 
Claim disallowed. 
McFarland v. St. Louis Car Com- 
pany: Missouri Court of Appeals, 
November 17, 1953. (262 S.W. 2d 
344) 


Worker Struck By 
Truck On Lunch Hour 


On Fesruary 13, 1951, HARRY TROUT- 


MAN, then an employee of the Wil- 
liams Furniture Corporation, was 
killed while crossing the street to 
re-enter his place of work. He was 
on his lunch hour at the time. 


Troutman was performing no duty 
for his employer while at lunch. 
His death was caused by collision 
of a truck and station wagon at the 
intersection he was crossing. Neither 
of the vehicles were owned or con- 
trolled by the employer. 


e Troutman had just returned 
from lunch when the accident oc- 
curred. Before entering the plant 
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he decided to walk down the street, 
purchase some chewing tobacco. The 
collision knocked the station wagon 
into Troutman. He received a ter- 
rific blow, hurtled through the air, 
struck against front of an automo- 
bile parked on a vacant lot. He died 
from the injuries. 


e Troutman’s family sought com- 
pensation. They claimed the acci- 
dent arose from the employment. 
They contended it was employment 
connected because the truck in- 
volved was loaded with lumber 
destined for the employer’s plant, 
the station wagon was being driven 
by one of the employees. 


e The court did not agree. It ob- 
served Troutman was killed while 
on a public highway and about his 
own business. He was not being 
paid while on his lunch hour, nor 
was he performing any duty of his 
job. To whom the station wagon be- 
longed, with what the truck was 
loaded and where it was going at 
time of the accident was wholly ir- 
relevant to any issue in the case. 


Claim disallowed. 
Troutman v. Williams Furniture 
Corporation: South Carolina Su- 
preme Court, December 7, 1953.

Newsboy Blinded 
By Tossed Wire 


THE QUESTION OF WHEN EMPLOYMENT 
ACTUALLY BEGAN was important in 
the case of an injured New Orleans 
newspaper carrier. 

Wallace Monnerjahn, a former 
carrier for the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune, went to the paper’s sub- 
station one day to settle an account 
with Mr. Scheuermann, manager of 
the sub-station. The account was for 
the local handling of the New York 
Daily News. While there, Scheuer- 
mann asked Monnerjahn to substi- 
tute on a Times-Picayune route for 
another carrier incapacitated by a 
broken arm. The young boy agreed. 

e While still in the building, Mon- 
nerjahn was injured by negligence 
of another full time carrier who 
threw a steel wire, removed from 
a bundle of papers, in the direction 
of Monnerjahn. The wire struck 
young Monnerjahn in the left eye, 
permanently damaging his vision. 

e Monnerjahn’s mother sought 
either damages or compensation. 
The action for damages was dis- 
missed on ground that under the 
contract between publisher and car- 
rier, the carrier was an independ- 
ent contractor, the publisher was 
not liable for his negligence. 
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e Question on the compensation 
angle was whether Monnerjahn had 
actually become an employee of the 
paper while at the sub-station, or 
whether this relationship would not 
occur until he later reached the 
place he was to receive and deliver 
papers of the boy for whom he was 
substituting. 

e The court held even though he 
had not yet arrived at the spot 
he was to begin deliveries for the 
substitute, he had already agreed 
to deliver the route. He was on 
premises of the publishing company 
in an employee relationship from 
the time he had finished transacting 
his personal business. 


Claim allowed.

Salesman Killed 
On Way To Office 


TWO QUESTIONS HAD TO BE ANSWERED 
by the Mississippi Supreme Court 
before this case was decided: 1) was 
Carl Leroy Pittman an employee or 
an independent contractor, 2) if an 
employee, did his death arise out of 
and in course of his employment? 

The employer, of course, denied 
the claim saying Pittman was an 
independent contractor. 

e Pittman was a member of a 
crew soliciting sale of insurance 
from prospects given by the insur- 
ance agency. He was killed when his 
ear collided with a truck. 

e The crew customarily reported 
to the agency office on Saturday 
morning. There they settled their 
accounts for week’s business, talk 
shop, receive their leads for the 
next week. Members of the crew 
were at liberty to call on other 
prospects, but were expected to 
work these leads. The crew ‘mem- 
bers furnished their own transport- 
ation, paid for their meals and lodg- 
ing. They could be fired by the 
agency, or could quit voluntarily, 
at any time. They collected the in- 
itial premium and received their 
pay from a 60% commission of the 
quarterly, 40% of the semi-annual, 
and 30% of the annual premiums. 

Pittman was a crew leader. For 
his compensation as leader, he was 
given a 5% “over-ride” on the poli- 
cies sold and delivered by other 
members of the crew. This amount 
was not paid by the other agents 
from their commissions, but by the 
agency out of its part of the insur- 
ance sales. 
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e After hearing this evidence, the 
court decided the agency had auth- 
ority to control Pittman not only as 
to results but also as to details of 
his work. He therefore was an em- 
ployee, not an independent contrac- 
tor. 

e Evidence indicated at time of 
the accident, Pittman was driving 
to his office to prepare for his meet- 
ing the next morning. He had on 
his person applications for policies 
and checks for payment of prem- 
iums. He was on the highway he 
might properly have been expected 
to be traveling. The court presumed 


and ruled the accident arose out of 
and in the course of his employ- 
ment. 
Claim allowed.

Weeks was a contractor in busi- 
ness of building houses for sale. 
McConnell was a paper hanger. Un- 
der an arrangement with Weeks, 
he was engaged in papering a num- 
ber of houses Weeks was building. 

McConnell, while on the job, re- 
ceived an injury causing loss of one 
of his eyes. Whether he could re- 
ceive damages depended on whether 
he was an employee or an independ- 
ent contractor. 

e Weeks contended the paper 
hanger was an independent con- 
tractor. Under oral contract be- 
tween the two, McConnell was to be 
paid $1 per roll for doing the work, 
was furnished the few tools neces- 
sary. Nothing was said regarding 
Weeks’ right to control the way the 
work was done. At no time did 
Weeks tell McConnell how to do the 
work or what tools to use. McCon- 
nell had no fixed hours for perform- 
ing his job. 

e McConnell, however, alleged he 
was an employee entitled to com- 
pensation for his injury. He based 
this statement on a fact to which 


both agreed—Weeks had the right 
to dismiss McConnell. While it was 
clear Weeks agreed to pay McCon- 
nell $1 per roll for papering, there 
was no agreement he would permit 
him to paper a specified number of 
rolls, or paper until a particular 
room or house had been completed. 
Therefore, Weeks did have the au- 
thority to discharge or terminate 
McConnell’s work at any time. * 

e Ruled the court, there is no 
single fact more conclusive in es- 
tablishing employment relationship 
than authority to dismiss. Since 
Weeks had this authority, McCon- 
nell was his employee. 

Claim allowed.

All of the answers fell generally into the 
groups of “Who reads it?’, “How does it reach 
him?”, “What is the degree of the readers’ in- 
terest?” and “How can the buyer certainly know 
these things?” 

The editorial content of a book is tangible; 
quantitative circulation measurement has become 
almost standard practice; surveying has reached 
higher levels of value to the advertising practi- 
tioner. But there are still areas which need 
greater light. 

“Action Audit” is the means of ascertaining 
and disclosing to the buyer, what happens when 
a magazine goes to the right man, in the right 
place, at the right time.
